An Act to authorize and empower the County Commeis-
sioners of Hennepin Qounty to appropriaile ceriain
moneys, and to pay and cancel the oulstanding indebt-
edness of the Township of St. Anthony, as sad Town-
ship was organized prior lo April 1, 1860,

Buoriox 1. Power of the Board of County Octnnigsioners,
2. When act to take effect,

Ba it enacted by the Legislaturs of the State of Minnesola:

Seorion 1. That the Board of County Commigsioners
of Hennepin county, and their successors in office, are
hereby aunthorized and empowered, and it is hereb
made their duty, to ascertsin the amount of indebted-
ness now existing against the township of St. Anthony,
as the same existed prior to the first day of April, A. n.
1860, being that portion of Hennepin county lying east

Commimioners  of the Mississippi river, and to pay and cancel all orders

drawn on the treasmrer of said township, so far as
the proper fund now in, or hereafter paid into the
county treasury will pay the same; and after it shall
appear that all the indebtedness of said township has
been paid, then to apportion to the schools embraced
within the territory aforesaid, whatever balance there
is or may be paid into the county treasury on account
of taxes levied in said township, prior to the first
day of April, 1860, the same to be apportioned in like
manner as the general school fund, taking the gchool
census of 1862 as the basis.

Seo, 2. This act shall be in force from and after its

passage.
